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Introduction 


This is a title and author index to the 1978 Graphic Arts 
Abstracts (GAA). In the title section, references are arranged 
alphabetically by title, within each of the 29 subject 
categories used in the monthly GAA. After each title, the page 
number where the abstract was published and code number 
of the abstract are given. The code number is used for 
ordering photocopies of the complete articles. The digits after 
the hyphen in the code indicate the number of pages in the 
complete article (for example in code C5977-6 the article 
consists of 6 pages). Photocopies of articles without code 
numbers are not available from the Foundation. 


In the author section of the index, the authors are listed 
alphabetically, with the page number(s) on which the abstract 
of their article(s) appear in the GAA. 


The periodicals’ listing is of titles abstracted in the 1978 
issues of GAA.
